Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p){5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: "36". "38", and "50". 

2. The drawings are objected to because the boxes are not textually labeled. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claims 19, 21, 25-28, 30, and 34-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Dyer et al (US Patent 2744282). 

Dyer et al teaches windshield wiper mechanism comprising a wiper blade 17, a 
mechanical system for driving the blade (see figure 1), a reversible drive 10, and a 
control device (back-lash eliminator) for compensating for clearances of the mechanical 
system as a function of the load on the blade and the velocity of the windshield wiper 
system. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 20, 22-24, 29, 31-33, and 37-40 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The documents cited specially US patent 3602937 disclose a 
windshield wiper mechanism including a clearance control device.
